2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claim 33 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by HASHIMOTO et al At column 2, lines 40-48, the 
reference teaches a modified chitosan polymer which is soluble in both acidic and basic aqueous solution. Thus, claim 33 is 
anticipated. 

Claim 34 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by COLE. At column 14, lines 20-24, the reference teaches 
a modified chitosan polymer having a viscosity of 2000 cps (2000 centipoise, or 20 poise). Thus, claim 34 is anticipated. 

Claims 1-32 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
claimed methods of making a modified chitosan polymer, or the claimed modified chitosan polymers made by the methods. 

Claims 1-34 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), because the claimed methods of making a modified chitosan 
polymer, and the claimed modified chitosan polymers made by the methods, are industrially useful, for example in the waste 
water treatment industry.
